Secretary Twelve Years. 


Twelve years as serving as assist- 


ant secretary and secretary of the Los 
Angeles Episcopal church diocese were 
reached by Rev. Alfred Fletcher ot 
the Covina Church of the Holy Trinity 
at the annual meeting just closed last 
week. 
The 
diocese 
reelected Rev. 


Fletcher to this position. The Covina 
pastor has been secretary of the dio- 
cese for seven years. He is now at 
•work getting out the voluminous annu- 
al report, covering 79 parishes and 
missions, which will be printed at the 
Argus office. 
Perhaps the most sig- 


nificant topic of the convention just 
passed, was that brought about by 
Bishop Johnson's suggestion that the 
lines of the parishes be abandoned. 
The bishop believes that the old par- 
ish system, bequeathed the American 
church from the mother country, does 
not fit conditions in American cities, 
find especially does he believe this to 


true of Los Angeles and environs.

Covina Will Share 


in Outfall Sewer Survey 


W. P. Watts and J. X. Wilson, city 


trustees from Covina, were in attend- 
ance Wednesday at a meeting relat- 
ing to the proposed trunk line sewer, 
which is about to be surveyed, and 
which is intended to carry the sewage 
of the interior towns and cities to the 
ocean. Covina city has agreed to pay 
its proportionate share of the expense 
of the preliminary survey, which will 
amount to about. $16 per month. 
The 


"Times" of Thursday morning has the 
following correspondence from South 
Pasadena: 


Recognizing the necessity of an out- 


fall sewer for the San Gabriel valley, 
eighteen cities have taken up the mat- 
ter and were In part represented by 
delegates at a meeting held yesterday 
afternoon at the offices of Olmstead 
and Gillelin, in Los Angeles. At this 
meeting.the organization of the Trunk 
Line Outfall Sewer Commission was 
ratified, and its 
temporary 
officers 


made permanent by a vote of the ma- 
jority of the cities included in the pro- 
ject. The officers are as follows: John 
D. Reavis, South Pasadena, president; 
Robert .Jordan, Alharnbra. vice-presi- 
dent; C. W. Rhodes, Pasadena, treas- 
urer; and Randolph Bartlett, tempo- 
rary secretary. 


The meeting ratified the selection of 


Olmstead and Gillelin as its 
engi- 


neers, and appropriated the sum of 
S500 per month to pay the cost of 
preliminary 
surveys 
in 
connection 


with the selection of a route to the 
sea, the size and type of the main 
sewer, and other engineering features 
of the project. 


It is believed that the sewer, which 


with laterals will be over 100 miles in 
length, and will drain over 164,000 
acres, can be made to serve not only 
the incorporated 
and unincorporated 


towns between E'asadena and the sea, 
but all the territory in the San Ga- 
briel valley, which sooner or later 
must come in for residence and sub- 
division purposes. 
In this connection 


it. is proposed to enlist in the prelim- 
inary work not only the cities men- 
tioned below, but 
Arcadia, Downey 


and Compton, and other unincorporat- 
ed communities. 


Many of the cities already have 


sewes systems with outlets to sewer 
farms, but all of these recognize the 
fact that sooner or later the growth 
in population will necessitate giving 
up this method of sewage disposal, 
and that the permanent system with 
an outlet to the sea, will, in a few 
years, be necessary. 
This is partic- 


ularly true of Covina, which has been 
having trouble with its neighbors on 
account of a sewer farm, and Pasa- 
dena, with its sewer farm on the 
borders of San Gabriel and Alhambra. 


While the project is In embroyo, it 


is believed that by July 1, the engi- 
neers will be able to present complete 
plans and specifications, together with 
estimates of cost. At the same time, 
the 
attorneys 
of 
the 
commission 


Messrs. William Hazlett of South Pas- 
adena, Carr of Pasadena, and Pitzer 
of Alhambra, working in conjunction 
with the city attorneys of all the cities 
involved, will have formulated a com- 
plete legal synopsis of the situation 
to be met. The plan will involve the 
formation of a ljuge drainage and 
sewer district, and the taxation for 
construction cost will he levied on all 
of the territory served, either on a 
basis of population or area, or both. 
The engineers believe that from three 
to five years will be necessary to com- 
plete the construction of the sewer, 
and by that time all of the commun- 
ities through which it will pass, will 


I be in urgent need of the system. 
| 
Another feature of the commission's 


I work is that it intends in the near 


I future to have a conference with the 
supervisors 
of Los Angeles county, 


with a view of enlisting their support 
in connection not only with the tem- 
porary 
investigation of the 
project, 


| but the final completion as well.

afterwards became his wife, planned 
as little children that they would make 
their home in the laud of fruits and 
flowers, and the purchase recent M' o f ' 
a tract of land on this mesa, is the 
result of carrying out his pledge.

Mr. Bright is a very wealthy man, 


a manufacturer of automobile parts, 
and better known perhaps as the in- 
ventor and manufacturer of the patent 
turnstiles in use in enclosed parks, 
and amusement places. 
He has pur- 


chased twenty acres of lemon land of 
the 14" acre tract which B. L. Re\- 
nolds of Covina is improving, and will 
build his home near a group of live- 
oaks, of which there are many on 
this piece of property. 
The Reynolds 


property lies just three miles from 
San Dimas. and north of the La Verne 
schoolb.ouse. There are one hundred 
acres that lie cu the mesa, which has 
a gentle slope to the south, and forty 
acres are in the great great gash made 
by the water from the San Dimas 
canyon, one of the loveliest spots in 
all southern 
California. 
The ranch 


lies due west from the new home of 
that other wealthy man of the same 
uaine, EL'-bt-rry Reynolds, the Chica- 
go publisl-er of ti.i- books of Harold 
hell Wright.

Before this property could be rend- 


ered valuable for citrus culture, water 
had to be developed, and Mr. Rey- 
nolds began at once to sink a well. 
He was successful from the first, and 
now has an attractive cement build- 
ing, in which is enclosed his Smith- 
Booth-Usher straight line pump head, 
driven by a Nash gas engine. A visit 
to the ranch on Tuesday of this week, 
found the engine and pump working 
away noiselessly without a sign of any 
man in attendance. 
It is one of the 


features of the machinery that there 
is no noise and little attendance nec- 
essary upon it. 
The well is produc- 


ing twenty-five inches of water, and 
this week the water was being direct- 
ed over the ranch for use in setting 
out the lemon trees. 


Mr. Reynolds is in charge of the 


work, with twenty men and nine fres- 
no teams, four and six horses work- 
ing abreast. 
He is tilling in an arroyo 


which ran across the east end of the i

The water already developed is suf- 


ficient to handle the big project in 
fine shape, and it gives about an inch 
of water to every five acres, when it 
has been demonstrated than an inch 
to eight acres will be a plenty. FUit, 
in order to make the water supply 
doubly sure, the owner is intending 
to

into his present 
stream, 


when he expects to raise his amount 
of water fifty inches.

the discovery of the Florida phosphate 
dpposits and -making them known as 
the largest, and richest source of phos- 
phate in the world.

Almost exactly UO years later, far 


greater and richer deposits of similar 
origin—the bones of prehistoric ani- 
mals— were made known in Florida by 
Dr. Snowden.
